NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 4th September, 1993 

Subject : Conditions applicable for the period 1994- 
1996 for exports of certain Yara., Fabrics 
and Made-up items to countries where such 
exports are covered under the bilateral 
agreements. 

No. 1 (4|93-EP(T&J) I.—1. Introduction.—Pur¬ 
suant to the provisions contained in Item No. 11 of 
Appendix XL1II-J of Volume I of the Handbook of 
Procedures published under the Export and Import 
Policy (1992—1997), in respect of export of Yam, 
Fabrics and Made-ups to USA, Canda, EEC, Austria, 
Finland and Norway the policy for allotment of enti¬ 
tlements, (hereinafter referred to as the Allotment 
Policy) for the years 1994, 1995 and 1996 shall be 
as hereinafter detailed. 

2. Administration.—Unless otherwise directed, the 
Executive Director, the Cotton Textiles Export Pro¬ 
motion Council (TEXPROCTL) shall allocate entitle¬ 
ments of all Yam, Fobrics and Made-up items, except 
for woollen yam fabrics and made-ups, for which al¬ 
lotment will be made fcv the Secretary, Wool and 
Woollens Export Promotion Council (W&WEPC) and 
in respect of Cat. 3[EEC allotment of which will be 
made by the Executive Director, Synthetic and Rayon 
Textile Export Promotion Council (SRTEPC). How¬ 
ever, necessary certification for all such exports shall 
be done by TEXPROCIL only. 

(ii) For the purpose of the above, the Executive 
Director, TEXPROCIL, Secretary, 
W&WEPC and Executive Director, 
SRTEPC shall mean and include such other 
officials to whom they expressly or other¬ 
wise delegate part or whole of their func¬ 
tions and responsibilities. 
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(iii) The Executive Director, TEXPROCIL, the 
Secretary W&WEPC and Executive Direc¬ 
tor, SRTEPC, notwithstanding any delega¬ 
tion effected by them, shall be accountable 
to the Ministry of Textiles for implementa¬ 
tion of the Policy. 

(iv) The Ministry of Textiles shall be the final 
authority regarding interpretation of any of 
the provisions of this notification. The 
Ministry of Textiles may also issue such 
guidelines as it deems fit from time to time, 
regarding agencies of administration, their 
functions and responsibilities and may real¬ 
locate part or whole of the functions and 
responsibilities to such authorities as it 
deems fit. 

(v) Export entitlements will be allotted only to 
exporters registered with the competent re¬ 
gistering authorities under the Import- 
Export Policy. 

3. Base Period.—The phrase “Base Period” for an 
allotment year wherever appearing in this Notification 
shall mean the calendar year preceding the year im¬ 
mediately before that allotment year. For example 
the base period for the year 1994 shall be the year 
1992. 

4. Systems of Allotment.—(i) Quantities for ex¬ 
port in each allotment year shall be allocated accord¬ 
ing to the following systems at rates indiated against

In respect of Cat 3|EEC, ED, 
SRTEPC will be the concerned agency. Secretary, 
WWEPC will be the concerned agency in respect of 
Cat 31.1 (Worsted Fabrics) |Canada Computation 
shall be done in the following manner. 

(i) Available levels will be allotted pro-rata on 

the basis of the value of exports during the 
base period by the applicants in each 
country|category. Allotments, however, will 
be restricted to the average annual export 
performance of India lin the country|cate- 
gory during the base period, 

(ii) The average unit value realised by all ex¬ 
porters who have applied for PP Entitle¬ 
ment in a particular country | category dur¬ 
ing the base period would be worked out 
and exporters who have realised lvgher 
unit value than the average unit value will 
be allotted additional quantities from the 
10% reserved pool (HVE) on the basis of 
their pro-rata share in exports. 

(iii) PPE shall be transferable, either in full or 
in part, during its period of original validity 
After 30th September, transfers are not al¬ 
lowed. The transferred PPE will be known 
as PPT. 

(iv) Shipments against PPT shall be counted as 

exports by the transferee. 

(v) Transfer of a PPT is not allowed. 

6. Manufacturers Exporters Entitlement System.— 
(i) Allotment under this system shall be made to 
manufacture-Exporters who have undertaken substan¬ 
tial modernisation and upgradation of technology in 
their plant and machinery during the base period. 
Guidelines and norms of eligibility will be separately 
notified by the Textile Commissioner 
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(ii) The Textile Commissioner shall be ‘he autho¬ 
rity to decide the eligibility and production capacity 
of the Manufacturer-Exporters wi'hin the meaning of 
this system. 

(iii) Allotment under this system shall be only in 
respect of goods manufactured in the production unit 
modernised and upgraded as determined by the Tex¬ 
tile Commissioner. 

(iv) Available quantity will be distributed by tne 
Executive Director, TEXPROCIL on the basis of 
production capacity of elig'ble applies it as decided 
by the Textile Commissioner.

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floor prices, the average unit value realisation in the 
recent past, the trends in utilisation of the annual 
Iveis and the fluctuations in exchange rates shall 
be taken into consideration. 

13. Slow-moving items.—(i) An hem shall be 
notified as slow-moving if during the base period tV 
utilisation has been less than 75% of the base level 
for that year. The Executive D : rector, TEXPROCIE 
shall notify the items that are slow moving latest by 
1st December of the previous year. 

(ii) Notwithstanding anything else contained in 
any of the provisions of th’s notification, for slow- 
moving items. EMDIBG where applicable, would be 
charged @ 1% of FOB vaule for shipments under 1 
the Ready Goods Entitlement (RGB) System. 

This relaxation may, however, be withdrawn 
without advance notice. 

16. Forefeiture of EMD|BG.—(i) The EMDIBG 
of an exporter who exports 90% or more of the 
entitlement would be' released in full. 

(ii) The EMD|BG of an exoorter who exoorts less 
than 90% of the export entitlement including PPT| 
NOT, shall be forfeited as hereinafter nrovided. The 
Executive Director, TEXPROCTL shall forfeit the 
EMDIBG in case utilisation is uoto 75% in case of 
fast moving items and upto 50% in case of slow- 
moving items proportionate to the shortfall in uti¬ 
lisation.

(iii) For rifis nuTnose. utili^o" shaft be calcu¬ 
lated on the basis of each period [system separa'e'v 
In case of extension of validity I certification, percent¬ 
age utilisation shall be computed senarate'y for the 
quantity for which certification |val ; dity has been ex¬ 
tended. 

(iv) All forfeited EMDIBG shall be deposited into 
a Public Deposit Account of Government to be ope¬ 
rated in such manner as Government decides from 
time to time. 

(v) Persons to whom emort entitlements are 
allocated but who do not utilise these fully would 
render themselves liable to dioniiaiifiention from 
getting entitlement in future without prejudice to arm 
other action that may be taken against them. 

(vi)'A notice for show cause shall be issued be¬ 
fore forfeiture.- 

(vji) If an exporter surrenders his entitlements 
under any sys'em either during the original validity 
period or within a period of 3 days of the exniry of 
the original validity, 50 per cent of the EMDIBG cov¬ 
ered by the enti'lerftent would be released to the ex¬ 
porter. 

15. Appeal against forfeiture of EMDIBG—An 
exporter when aggrieved bv an order of forfeiture by 
Executive Director TEXPRQCILISRTEPC • under 
para 14 obove may appeal before the Tex ile Com¬ 
missioner within 60 days of despatch of such com¬ 
munication on forfeiture. The Textile Commissioner 


shall, upon receipt of such represen ation give a rul¬ 
ing as early as possible. While disposing of appeals, 
he will take into consideration the conditions of for- 
fiture spell out in the notification, in addi ion to 
force majeure conditions. For this purpose the Textile 
Commissioner shall mean and include such other 
officer designated by him. He shall also give an op- 
por.unity for personal hearing if requested for by the 
applicant. If the exporter is not satisfied with the deci¬ 
sion of the Textile Commissioner, he may prefer an 
appeal against fhe decision within 60 days of the 
despatch of the communication conveying the deci¬ 
sion, to the Appellate Committee, Ministry of Tex¬ 
tiles. 

16. Guidelines for obtaining release of held-up 
consignments:—(a) Where a shipment effected in a 
non-quo‘a item or in another restrained item is re¬ 
classified by the importing country into a restrained 
category. EC|Visas for the reclassified category should 
be issued after the exporter surrenders the necessary 
quota in any system other than FCFS. If FCFS bal¬ 
ance is available for allotment, EClVisas may be issu¬ 
ed without the exporter surrendering any quota, by 
debiting to such FCFS balance. The stipulations of 
this para will also apply to cases where a change of 
buyer is required for a shipment that had been effect¬ 
ed in FCFS system or in any of the other systems 
after obtaining extension beyond 30th September and 
to cases where a change of importing country is re¬ 
quired. 

(b) Where a shipment exported in a restrained 
ca egory is reclasified into another restrained cate¬ 
gory as above, the enti lement used for sending the 
shipment from the country may be returned to the 
exporter, subject to the following conditions :— 

(i) The exporter returns the original ECiVisa 

that had been issued to him. 

(ii) The Entitlement Certificate which had been 

deb'ted at the time of export remains valid 
for the concerned quantity when the add 
back is requested. 

(c) In (a) above the floor price of the reciassmed 
category should be realised. This condition, however, 
may be relaxed by the Textile Commissioner in deser¬ 
ving cases. 

(d) In cases where f he exporter is required to sur¬ 
render ouotas for reclassified categories, he should 

bp afiowed to do so from his own entitlements in 
PPElNQE or MEE or entitlements obtained bv trans¬ 
fer. If the case is to be cleared after the 1st of Octo¬ 
ber, when transfers are not permissible and the ex¬ 
porter does not have his own entitlements to surren¬ 
der. he mav furnish an undertaking to surrender the 
reams! e quantity bv the 31st of January from the 
succeeding years entitlement (his own or transferred). 
Such an underakmst should be backed by EMDIBG 
to the extent of 50 per cent of the value of 
the oaun ity calculated at the floor price value. In 
such cases, PP, NO, ME allotments in anv country! 
cafpforv try (he exporter for the succeeding year may 
be allotted only after the requisite quantity is surren¬ 
dered. If the quantity is not surrendered, the EMDf 
BG may be forfeited. 
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17. Procedure to deal with Quota malpracices by 
exporters.—(i) Exporters who are found to have in¬ 
dulged in any fraudulent activity in connec ion with 
obtaining, utilising or proving the utilisation of quo¬ 
tas, may be issued show-cause Notices for explaining 
their conduct.

If the Committee considers cases relating to mal- 
prac ices in respect of export of category 3 (EEC). 
Cat. 31a (Canada), Chairman and ED of SRTEPC| 
Chairman and Secretary of WWEPC would be re¬ 
quested o participate in the meeting of the Committee 
as the special invitees. 

(iii) In cases where the Committee finds the expor¬ 
ter guilty or fraud after examining his explanation 
and giving a personal hearing, the exporter may be 
debarred from obtaining entitlemen s and participat¬ 
ing in the Exnort Entitlement Distribu.ion Scheme for 
a specified period. 

(iv) In serious cases, the exporter may be tempo¬ 
rarily debarred by ED, TEXPROCIL |SRTEPC, Sec¬ 
retary, WWEPC before personal hearing, pending 
the completion of the procedures and finalisation of 
a decision by the Committee. 

(v) The Committee will be called the Enforce¬ 
ment Committee and for hearing appeals against the 
decisions of the Enforcement Committee, an Enforce¬ 
ment Appellate Committee will be constituted with 
the following composition :—

18. Clearance by Customs.—(j) Products . under 

restraint. 


Shipments will be allowed by Customs authorities 
at the ports of shipmen. after veryfying the certifica¬ 
tion of export entitlement on the original and dupli- 
ca c of shipping bills for individual consignments 
issued by the TEXPROCIL or any other appropriate 
agency designated for this purpose. 

(ii) Handloom Products. 

In so far as export of all handloom fabrics|made- 
ups corresponding to restrained items are concerned, 
shipments will be permitted by the customs on the 
basis of ‘Inspection endorsement’ by the Textile Com¬ 
mittee in part-2 of the combination form. 

(iii) Made-ups falling under “India Item” : In res¬ 
pect of “India Items” which are traditional folklore 
handicraft textile products of India, shipments will be 
permitted by the Customs for export to USA, EEC, 
Canada, Austria, Finland and Norway on the basis 
of appropriate certificate issued by the Officers of the 
Development Commissioner (Handicrafts). 

19. Export Certificate, Certificate of Origin & Visa: 
The following certification required under relevant 
Bilateral Textile Agreement will be issued by TEX- 
PROCiL cr any other body duly authorised in this 
behalf. 

(i) USA.—Visa for all mill made|powcrloom 

fabrics and made-ups consignments of com¬ 
mercial value and visa for handloom made- 
ups falling under cat 363, Cat 369. 

(ii) EEC.—(a) Export Certificate and Certifi¬ 

cate or Origin for all restrained items 
of powerloomjmill made origin. 

(b) Certificate of origin for non-restrained 
items of powerloomsjmill madejknitted 
origin. 

(iii) CANADA.—Export Cert,ifi£gtes for Tabricsj 
Made-up items, nnllmadejpowerloomiknitted 
origin which are subject to restraint, except 
for consignments valued at iess than Cana¬ 
dian dollar 500|-. 

(iv) AUSTRIA.—Export certificates for fabrics) 
made-ups of mill made]powerloom origin 
subject to surveillance. 

(v) NORWAY.—-Export Certificate!Certificate 
of Origin in respect of bedlinen of power- 
loom and millmade origin under Category 7. 

(vi) Finland.—Export . Certificate|Cerl ficate of 
Orig n in respect .of bedlinen of powerlocm 
and millmade origin under Category 7. 

20. Handloom Exempt Certificate.—In the case of 
export of all handloom fabrics[made-ups correspond- 
ding to restrained items to Canada, Cotton Handloom 
textile fabrics|made-ups to Austria, all handloom 
fabrics and made-ups to EEC and the USA and hand- 
loom bedlinen-to Norway and Finland, the Textile 
Committee will issue the Certificate as . prescribed in 
the Bilateral Agreements for such products. 
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21. Supervist^-y role of Textiles* Commissioner.-— 
Textile CommissioHer, Bombay shall exercise day-to- 
day supervision over die matters relating to allocation 
of export entitlements. A co-ordination. Committee 
with Textile Commissioner as Chairman and represen¬ 
tatives of Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council 
and Handloom Export Promotion Council will review 
the operation of the policy periodically. On matters 
where there is differences of opinion, the decision of 
the Textile Commissioner will, be, final. 

22. Government reserves the right to make amend¬ 
ments to any of the foregoing provisions without 
giving prior notice. Government also reserves the right 
to amend the policy, as necessary depending upon the 
outcome of the Uruguay Round of Negotiations and 
the future of Multi Fibre Arrangement.

Subject :—Conditions applicable for the period 
1994-1996 for exports in respect of Gar¬ 
ments and Knitwear to countries where such 
exports are covered under the bilateral 
agreements. 

No. 1 ;29|93-EP(T&J)I.—1. Introduction :—Pur¬ 
suant to provisions contained in Item No. 11 of Ap¬ 
pendix X1J1I-J of Volume I of the Handbook of 
Procedures published under the Export and Import 
Policy (1992-1997) in rspect of export of ready¬ 
made garments and knitwear to USA, Canada, EEC, 
Austria, Finland and Norway, the Policy for Allot¬ 
ment of Entitlements (hereinafter referred to as the 
Allotment Policy) for the years 1994 to 1996 shall be 
as hereinafter detailed. 


2. Administration :—(i) Unless otherwise directed 
the Director General, Apparel Export Pro¬ 
motion Council, New E>elhi (DG, AEPC) 
shall allocate export entitlements. DG, 
AEPC shall also do the necessary certifica¬ 
tion for all export of readymade garments 
and knitwear covered in this Allotment 
Policy. 
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(ii) For the purpose of the above, the DO, 
AEPC shall mean and include such other 
officials of AEPC to whom DG, AEPC ex¬ 
pressly or otherwise delegates part or 
whole of such functions and responsibilities. 

(iii) The DG, AEPC notwithstanding any dele¬ 
gations effected by her/him shall be ac¬ 
countable to the Ministry of Taxtifes for 
implementation of the allotment policy. 

tiv) The Ministry of Textiles shall be the final 
authority regarding interpretation of any of 
tfae provisions of this notification. The 
Ministry of Textiles may also issue such 
guidelines as it deems fit from time to time 
regarding agencies of administration, their 
functions and responsibilities and may 
reallocate part or whole of the functions 
and responsibilities to such authorities as it 
deems fit. 

(v) Export entitlements will be allotted only to 
exporters registered with the competent re¬ 
gistering authorities as per Import-Export 
Policy. 

3. Base Period :—The phrase “base period” for an 
allotment year, wherever appearing in this notifica¬ 
tion, shall mean the calendar year preceding the year 
immediately before that allotment year. For example, 
the “base period” for the year 1994 shall be the year 
1992. 

4. Systems of allotment:—(i) Quantities for export 

in each allotment year shall be allocated 
under the following systems at rate* indi¬ 
cated against each of them

__ Total : 100 

(ii) Quantities that become available from time 
to time on account of surrenders, flexibilities 
or otherwise shall be allocated under First- 
Come-First-Served (FCFS) basis. Such 
quantities shall be released on pre-deter- 
mmed dates to be announced by DG, 
AEPC. No releases will be made during the 
period January—March except for items 
notified as slow moving items for which 
releases may be made on 1st January. 

(iii) Government of India in the Ministry cl 
Textiles reserves the right to allocate entitle¬ 
ments ifl variation with the above in case it 


is considered so desirable, in view of chan¬ 
ges in demand patternn and other relevant 
consideration. 

(iv > The Textile Commissioner may reserve 
quantities for knitwear, woollen products, 
children’s wear or any other segment. 

(v) Under PPE system including allotments of 
High Value entitlements and NQE System, 
the concept of Net Foreign Exchange 
(NFE) realisation will be adopted for allot¬ 
ments during 1995 and 1996. Detailed 
guidelines in this regard will be issued sepa¬ 
rately. 

5. Past Performance Entitlement (PPE) Systems:—• 

(i) The DG, AEPC shall compute PPE on the 
following basis. 

(ii) Available levels will be allotted pro-rata on 
the basis of the value of exports during the 
base period by the applicants in each coun- 
tryjeategory. Allotments, however, will be 
restricted to the export performance of 
India in the countryjcategory during the 
base period. 

(iii) The average unit value realised by all ex¬ 
porters who have applied for PP Entitlement 
in a particular country | category during the 
base period would be worked out and ex¬ 
porters who have realised higher unit value 
than the average unit value will be allotted 
additional quantities from the 10 per cent 
reserved pool (HVE) on the basis of their 
pro-rata share in exports. 

(iv) PPE shall be transferable, either in full or 
in part, upto 20th September. The applica¬ 
tions for transfer of PPEs will be accepted 
by DG, AEPC through Quota Agents who 
are registered with DG, AEPC. DG, AEPC 
will make necessary arrangements for regis¬ 
tration of Quota Agents, in terms of the 
guidelines issued by Government from time 
to time. Quota Agents who are found to 
have indulged in any fraudulent activity re¬ 
lating to export entitlements may be debar¬ 
red from handling transfer of entitlements 
as Quota Agents for specified periods, in 
terms of paragraph 17 of this notification. 
The applications of the transferer wifi be re¬ 
ceived by DG, AEPC in the application 
forms to be obtained from DG, AEPC 
which would have a validity period of 15 
days for being filed with DG, AEPC, from 
the date of its issue. 

(v) A transferred PPE (hereinafter referred; to 
as FPT) shall be valid upm 30ih September 
of the year and can be extended upto'31st 
December, subject to the provisions of nara 
9(a)(i) below. 

(vi) Shipments against PPT will be counted - as 
exports by the transferee. 

(vjj) Transfer of a PPT is not allowed. 
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6. Manufacturer Exporter Entitlement (MEE), 
System :— 

(i) The Textile Commissioner shall be the 
authority for deciding the eligibility and pro¬ 
duction capacity of a Manufacturer-Expor¬ 
ter. 

(iij The Textile Commissioner shall prescribe 
the minim um capacity in terms of sewing 
machines and workers for an exporter to be 
eligible for allotment under MEE. While 
assessing relative capacity, Textile Commis¬ 
sioner shall also give due weightage to other 
machines installed. The Textile Commis¬ 
sioner will also satisfy himself about a rea¬ 
sonable correlation between the number of 
workers and machines installed. 

(iii) The allotment under MEE is in respect of 
goods manufactured in the factory of the 
owner only. Goods manufactured elsewhere 
including factories under leasehold shall not 
be eligible for MEE. 

(iv) Available quantities for all countryicate- 
gories will be nationally distributed by DG, 
AEPC pro-rata on the basis of production 
capacity of eligible applicants as decided by 
the Textiles Commissioner. Such notional 
allotments to individual exporters will be 
distributed among the categories in which 
the applicants have past performance entitle¬ 
ments of 1.000 pcs or more during the year 
preceding the allotment year in proportion 
to their PPE holdings for such categories. 
In country | categories where the quantities so 
distributed exceed the MEE level available, 
the allotments to individual exporters will be 
scaled down proportionately in order to res¬ 
trict the total allotments to the MEE level. 

(v) When it is observed that quantity allotment 
to one or more of Manufacturer-Exporters 
for a country/category is too small (as de¬ 
cided by Textile Commissioner) the D.G. 
AEPC may realloca e these quantities in 
such a manner that the quantity allotted to 
each of the applicants is reasonable enough. 

(vi) For new comers, 2 per cent of annual levels 
will be allotted and the allotments will be done on 
pro-rata basis on production capacity in 5 country| 
categories to be opted by the applicants. New comers 
arc those who have past performance entitlements of 
nil to 10,000 pcs for all country|categories taken to¬ 
gether, for the year preceding the allotment year and 
have not been allotted MEE in the past. 

(vii) MEE is not transferable, Before allocation 
of MEB to a unit in a particular year, the Proprietor! 
Managing partner [Managing Director shall be asked 
to submi' an affidavit to the effect that (a) the MEE 
utilised during the previous year, if any, was for goods 
physically manufactured by the units owned by him 
against which the MEE had been allotted' and (b) he 
shall manufacture the goods for entitlement to be al¬ 
lotted now to him in units physically owned by him. 
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(viii) In order to ensure that allotments under this 
system are availed by genuine manufacturers, the Tex¬ 
tile Commissioner shall cause all the units of appli¬ 
cants held eligible for allotment under this system to 
be inspected by a team of officers at least once during 
the policy period, with a view to verifying the install¬ 
ed capacities. Units, availing MEE from the 2 per 
cent level reserved for new comers shall be inspected 
on a priority basis. He may also arrange for verifica¬ 
tion of the units of MEE holders through specialised 
Chartered Accountants. 

7. Non-Quota Exporters Entitlement (NQE) Sys- 
stem.—0) Exporters of apparel to Non-quota coun¬ 
tries and non-quota items to quota countries shall be 
eligible under this system provided the payment is 
received in free currency, and the exporter has a 
minimum export performance of Rs. 15 lacs during 
the base period. 

(ii) Entitlement under this system shall be calculat¬ 
ed and allotted by DG. AEPC on the basis of value 
of export’s during the base period and the levels avail¬ 
able will be distributed pro-rata on the basis of the 
value of exports of individual applicants. 

(ii.) An exporter shall be permitted a choice of five 
countriesjeategories combi.na’ion for allotment. 

(iv) Conditions applicable to PPE, shall also be 
applicable to NQE, mutatis mutandis. 

(v) NQE is transferable (hereinafter referred to as 
NQT) and the conditions of transfer shall be the same 
as in the case of PPE. NQT is not transferable. 

8. First-come-First-Served (FCFS) System :—(i) 
Quantities shall be allocated on First-Come-First- 
Served basis against applications supported by LC.s 
valid on the da*e of application. Allotments will be 
valid for 60 days and no extension will be granted. 

(ii) Allotments under FCFS system would be sub¬ 
ject to EMD[BG @ 5 per cent of FOB value of the 
quantity involved. 

(iii) Textile Commissioner will fix the maximum 
quantity that can be applied by any applicant for each 
country| category under this system per day. 

(iv) Allotment shall be granted on FCFS basis, and 
on a day when available quantities are oversubscribed, 
eligibility shall be decided on the basis of higher unit 
value realisation among the applications received on 
the day. 

(v) FCFS allotments are not transferable. 

9. Period of allotment 

(a) PPE, MEE and NQE Systems.—$).—For the 
purpose of utilisation of allotments, there shall be a 
single period from 1st January to 30th September 
under PPE, MEE and NQE Systems, Exporters 
should utilise their entitlements by 30th September. 
The unutilised quantities after 30th September can be 
extended upto 31st December of the same year 
aga’nst EMDjBG (5> 30 per cent (calculated on Floor 
Price) subiect to the conditions that the extension 
sought is for a specific buyer and change of buyer 
will not be permitted. 
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(It) The quantities earmarked in these systems shall 
be opened on 1st January and for this purpose, appli¬ 
cations may be invited during the previous year. 


(ii) In case of FCFS system, an exporter shall be 
required to give EMD|BG @ 5 per cent of the FOB 
value on the quantities applied for. 


10 . Validity of certification on shipping Bills.— (i) 
Validity of certifications on shipping bills in respect 
of PPE, MEE and NQE Systems including transfer¬ 
red PP and NQ Entitlements will be 60 days or upto 
the validity of the entitlement certificate, wh'chever is 
earlier. Revalidation will be permitted upto the expiry 
of the entitlement certificate. 


(iii) Exporters who have entitlements of not less 
than 25,000 pcs for all categories taken together in 
any one of the sysiems ol PPE or MEE or NQE will 
have an option of submitting a Legal Undertaking 
(LUT) in place of EMD|BG, subject to the following 
conditions :— 


(ii) Validity of certification on shipping bills m 
respect of FCFS allotmeats would be 60 days from 
the date erf allotment. No extension will be permitted. 

(iii) Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
paragraph, the Textile Commissioner may grant ex¬ 
tension of validity period upto three working days in 
individual cases if he is satisfied that the exporter 
concerned could not export within the period due to 
circumstances beyond his control. 

11. Slow moving items.—(i) An item may be dec¬ 
lared to be slow-moving if during the base period, its 
utilisation has been less than 75 per cent of the base 
level. The Director General, AEPC shall declare the 
items that are slow moving latest by 1st December of 
the previous year. 

(ii) Notwithstanding anything else contained is any 
of the provisions of this notification, the following 
relaxations shall ordinarily be available for slow mov¬ 
ing items :— 

(a) The exporter will have to furnish 1 per oent 
EMD|BG instead of the rates stipulated 
for other categories under FCFS. 

(b) The quantitative ceiling stipulated for FCFS 
vide para 8 above shall not be enforced. 

(iii) Any of the above relaxations may be with¬ 
drawn without advance notice by the Textile Commis¬ 
sioner on the basis of current demand pattern. 

12. Floor Prices.—(i) The Textile Commissioner, 
will fix floor prices for various countryjcategories that 
are subject to quantitative restraints. 

(ii) While fixing floor price, the average unit value 
realisation in the recent past, the trends in utilisation 
of levels and the fluctuation in exchange rate shall be 
taken into consideration. 

13. Handloom Garments.—Special quantities reser¬ 
ved for handloom garments under the bilateral agree¬ 
ments for certain countries will be allotted under 
FCFS System. 

14. Provisions regarding submission and forfeiture 
of Earnest Money DepositsjBank Guarantees.— (j) 
In case of PPE, MEE and NQE systems, exporters 
will not be required to furnish EMD|BG during the 
original validity of the entitlement. However, unuti¬ 
lised quantities as on 30th September can be extend¬ 
ed. upto 31st December subject to EMD|BG (o> 30 
Per pent (calculated on the basis of the applicable 
Floor Prices). 


(a) The facility of submitting LUT in place oT 
EMD|BG ! will apply to extension)revalida- 
tion of the entitlements of eligible expor¬ 
ters in PPE, NQE and MEE systems in¬ 
cluding PPT and NQT. In FCFS system, 
this facility will not be available for allot¬ 
ments. 

(b) If DG, AEPC, raises a claim, in terms of 
the Export Entitlement Distribution 
Policy for any forfeiture amounts in res¬ 
pect of entitlements covered by a Legal 
Undertaking, the exporter concerned who 
had submitted the Legal Undertaking 
would remit the amounts so claimed by DG, 
AEPC within a period of 90 days from 
the date of such claim, failing which the 
exporter will not be eligibile to apply for 
or obtain any certification of shipping bills, 
transfer of Entitlements or return of EMD| 
BGs in any systems until the amounts are 
remitted and DG, AEPC decides to re¬ 
instate these facilities for the exporter. 

(c) DG, AFPC may withdraw v the facility 
of submitting LUT in place of EMD|BG 
for any exporters who are otherwise eligi¬ 
ble for the facility, but have failed to re¬ 
mit any for efei lure amounts within the 
stipulated period of 90 days. 

(d) The guidelines and stipulations applicable 
to EMD|BG will also apply to LUT, muta- 
tis mutandis. 

(iv) THE EMDjBQ of an exporter who ex¬ 
ports not less than 90% of the export 
entitlement shall be released in full. 
The DG, AEPC shall forfeit the EMDI 
BG in case utilisation is upto 75% in 
case of fast moving items and upto 
50% in case of slow moving items, pro¬ 
portionate to the short-fall in Utilisa¬ 
tion. If utilisation of export entitlement 
allocation is less than the above percen¬ 
tages. EMD|BG shall be forfeited in full. 
For this purpose utilisation shall be com¬ 
puted on individual entitlements or on 
the basis of each system separately. 

(v) Tf an exporter surrenders his entitlements tin¬ 
der FCFS system either during the original 
validity period or within a period of 3 days 
of the expiry of the original validity, 50 per 
cent of the applicable amount in the EMDI 
BG or LUT will be released. 
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(vi) All forfeited EMDjBG'shall be deposited into 
a Public Deposit account of Government to 
be operated in such manner as Government 
decides from time to time. 

(vii) All apnlications for extension shall be sub- 
mi ted complete in ail respects before the 
expiry of the validity of the original entitle¬ 
ment or within a grace period of three work¬ 
ing days from the da'e of expiry of the 
entitlement. 

15. Appeal against Forfeiture of EMD|BG|LUT.— 
An exporter when aggrieved bv an order of forfeiture 
by D’G, AEPC under para I3(iv) above may appeal 
before the Tcx ilc Commissioner, Bombay against 
such forfeiture within 60 days of despatch of such 
communication on forfeiture. The Textile Commis¬ 
sioner shall, upon receipt of the representation give a 
ruling as early as possible. While disposing of appeals, 
he will take into consideration the conditions of for¬ 
feiture spelt 01 P in this notification, in addition to 
force majeure conditions. For this purpose the Textile 
Commissioner shall mean and include such other offi¬ 
cers as designated by him. 

16. Guidelines for obtaining release of held-up con¬ 
signment.—(a) Where a shipment effected in a non¬ 
quota category or in another restrained category is 
reclassified by the importing country into a res" rained 
category, EC|Visas for the reclassified category should 
be issued after the expor er surrenders the necessary 
quota in any system, other than FCFS. If FCFS bal¬ 
ance is available for allotment, ECjVisas may be issu¬ 
ed, without the exporter surrendering any quota, by 
debiting to such FCFS balance. The stipulations of 
this para will also apply to cases where a change of 
buyer is required for a shipment that had been effect¬ 
ed in FCFS System or in any of the other systems 
after obtaining extension beyond 30 h September and 
to cases where a change of importing country is re¬ 
quired. 

(b) Where a shipment exported In a restrained 
ca egory is reclassified into another restrained cate¬ 
gory as above, the entitlement u^ed for rending the 
shipment from the country may be returned fo the 
exporter, subject to the following conditions :—- 

(i) The expor er returns the original ECiVisa 
that had been issued to him. 

fii) The Entitlement Certificate which had been 
debited a f the time of export remains valid 
for the concerned quantity when the add- 
back is requested. 

(c) In fa) above, the floor price of the reclassified 
category should be realised. This condition, how¬ 
ever, may be relaxed by The Textile Commissio¬ 
ner in deserving cases. 

(d) In the case of items exported as handloom gar¬ 
ments exempted from restraints or as “India Items”, 
which are reclassified by the importing countries as 
restrained items ViraiRxporf Certificates will be issu¬ 
ed by DG, AEPC after obtaining the approval of the 
Ministry of Textiles. 
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(e) In cases where the exporter is required to sur¬ 
render quotas for reclassified categories, he will be 
allowed to do so, from his own entitlements in PPE, 
NQE or MEE, or entitlement obtained by transfer. 
If the case is to be cleared after the 1st of October, 
when transfers are no: permissible and the exporter 
docs not have his own entitlements to surrender, be 
may furnish an under aking to surrender the requisite 
quantity by the 31st of January, from the succeeding 
years’ (his own or transferred). Such an undertaking 
should be backed by EMD|BG to the extent of 50 
per cent of the value of the quantity (calculated at 
the Floor Price Value). 

Once the quantity is surrendered, the 
EMD/BG may be released. If the quantity 
is not surrendered as per the undertaking, 
the EMD/BG may be forfeited. In such 
cases, PP, NQ, ME allotments in any coun¬ 
try/category to the exporter for the succeed- 
ding year may be allotted, only after the 
requisite quantity is surrendered. 

17. Procedure to deal with quota malpractices by 
exporters and Quota Agents : 

(i) Exporters who are found to have indulged 
in any fraudulent activity in connection with 
obtaining, utilising or proving the utilisation 
of quotas, may be issued show-cause Notices 
by DG, AEPC for explaining their conduct. 

(ii) The cases shall be considered by a Com¬ 
mittee with the following composition : 

The Textile Commissioner —Chairman 

Director General AEPC —Member 

Chairman, AEPC —Member 

The three Vice Chairmen of 
AEPC —Members 

Senior Director /Director (QP), 

AEPC —Member 

Secretary 

(iii) In cases where the Committee finds the ex¬ 
porter guilty of fraud after examining his 
explanation and giving a personal hearing, 
the exporter may be debarred from obtain¬ 
ing entitlements and participating in the Ex¬ 
port Entitlement Distribution Scheme for a 
specified period. 

(iv) In serious cases, the exporter may, be tem¬ 
porarily debarred by DG, AEPC before per¬ 
sonal hearing, pending the completion of the 
procedures and finalisation of a decision by 
the Committee. 

(v) The Committee will be called the Enforce¬ 
ment Committee and for hearing appeals 
against the decisions of the Enforcement 
Committee, an Enforcement Aonellate Com¬ 
mittee is constituted with the following com¬ 
position : 

Jomt Secretary (Exports), —Chairman 

Ministry of Textiles 
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Additional/Joint Legal Advisor -—Member 
Ministry of Law, Justice and 
Company Affairs as nominated by 
Law Secretary. 

Export Commissioner —Member 

Deputy Secretary (Exports) —Member 
Ministry of Textiles Secretary 

( vi) The Enforcement Appellate Committee may 
review and amend, modify or quash the 
cutlers of the Enforcement Committee on 
appeal from the exporter or by calling for 
the details from DG, AEPC, on its own. 

(vii) The provisions of this paragraph will apply, 
mntatis mutandis, to Quota Agents who are 
found to have indulged in any faxudulent ac¬ 
tivity relating to export entitlements. 

18. Clearance by Customs : 

(a) Products under restraint including items not 
subject to specific limits in USA.—Ship¬ 
ments will be allowed by Customs Autho¬ 
rities at the port of shipments after verifying 
the certification of export entitlement on the 
original and duplicate of shipping bills for 
individual consignments issued by the DG, 
AEPC. 

(b) Handloom Garments.—In so far as exports 
of all handloom garments except tailored col¬ 
lar Shirts corresponding to restrained items 
in Canada, Cotton handloom garments to 
Austria and special quantities reserved for 
handloom garments in some of the res¬ 
trained categories to USA, EEC, Norway 
and Finland, shipments will be permitted by 
the Customs on the basis of Inspection En¬ 
dorsement by the Textile Committee in part 
2 of the combination form, in addition to 
certification of shipping bills by DG, AEPC. 

(c) Garments falling under India items : In res¬ 
pect of India items which are traditional 
folklore handicraft textile products of 
India, shipments will be permitted by the 
Customs for exports to EEC, USA, Finland, 
Austria, Norway, and Canada on the basis 
of appropriate certificates issued by the 
office of the Development Commissioner 
(Handicrafts), in addition, to certification 
of shipping bills by DG, AEPC. 

19. (a) Export Certificate, Certificate- of Origin 

and Visa : The- following certificates re¬ 
quired under the relevant Bilateral Textile 
Agreements- will be issued by DG, AEPC or 
any other agency duly authorised in this 
behalf : 

1. EEC—(a) Export Certificates and Certifi¬ 
cates of Origin for all garment/ 
knitwear items under restraint. 
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(b) Certificates of Origin for all 
mm-restrained garment s/knit¬ 

wear items. 

2. Finland.—Export Certificates for restrained 
items. 

3. Austria.—Export Certificates for garments 
subject to restraint or surveillance. 

4. Norway.—Export Certificates and Certifi¬ 
cates of Origin in respect of categories sub¬ 
ject to specific limits. 

5. Canda.—Export Certificate for garments of 
knitted, powerloom and mill-made origin are 
subject to restrain except fqr consignments 
valued at Canadian $ 500 or less. 

6. U.S.A.—Visa for all gaiment/knitwear con¬ 
signments except properly marked samples 
valued at US $ 250 or less. 

(b) Handloom Certificate : In the case of ex¬ 
port of all Handloom Garments, except 
Tailored Collar Shirts, corresponding to res¬ 
trained items to Canada, Cotton Handloom 
Garments to Austria and special quantities 
reserved for Handloom Garments in some of 
the restrained categories to EEC, Norway, 
Austria and Finland the Textile Committee 
will issue the certificate as. prescribed in the 
Bilateral Agreements for such products. 

20. Persons to whom export entitlements are allot¬ 
ted but who do not utilise them fully would render 
themselves liable to disqualification from getting en¬ 
titlement in future without prejudice to any other ac¬ 
tion that may be taken against them. 

21. Government reserves the right to make amend¬ 
ments to any of the foregoing provisions as may be 
found necessary without giving prior notice. Govern¬ 
ment also reserves the right to amend the policy as 
necessary depending upon the outcome of the Uruguay 
Round of Negotiations and the future of Multi Fibre 
Arrangement
